MRS. CLAUDIA CATLETT,' 542 North Kent Street, Winchester, Virginia, 
a former colored maid for the HISS family, was interviewed on May 12, 1949 
in the office of ALEX CAMPBELL'' In Washington, D. C by SAAG THOMAS J. 
DGJEGAN and AUSA THOMAS F. MURPHY. 

Reference is made to Page 138 of the Summary Report by SA 
JOSEFH W. KELLY dated March 30, 1949 wherein is set forth a signed 
statement of CLAUDIA CATLETT. 

On the occasion of this interview, JJRS. CATLETT advised that when 
she was working as a full time maid for the HISS family at 2905 P Street, N.W. 
for a period of two months, she remembered a man, dressed in what she thought 
were old working clothes, came to the house, said his neme was CROSBY'and 
asked to see MRS. HISS. She stated she -went into another room of the house, 
announced Mr. CROSBY and then went downstairs to complete her work* Some 
short time thereafter PRISCILLA HISS ordered CLAUDIA to make some tea which 
she did and went to the entrance of the room where CROSBY and MRS. HISS were 
sitting and handed MRS. HISS the tray with the tea cups, et cetera. She 
related she did not see Mr. CROSBY at the time she handed the tea tray to 
MRS. HISS< She further stated that she had observed photographs of WHITIAKER 
CHAMBERS' and recently had an occasion to see and talk to him in the Office of 
the FBI in Washington and identified this individual as the Mr. CROSBY in the 
working clothes who came to the HISS residence at 2905 P Street as related 
above. 

She also stated that while she was at the 2905 P Street residence 
she remembered that there was a big typewriter with an old black oilcloth 
cover that was kept for the most part in TI!£MY HOBSON^'roonw She remembered 
that TIMMY played with it all the time and "tore it up." 

She also recalled working for the HISS family wherv they moved to^ 
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1245 30th Street, N.W # and while there recalled that they had a nice red 
rug with fringe on it but it was not pat on the floor* In connection with 
this rag she stated that when the HISS family moved to 3415 Volta Place, N ##., 
they did put this rug on the floor* 

In connection with the rug she recalled that at one time FRISCILLA 
HISS told her that the rug did not belong to them. 

MRS. GAT1PTT stated that about a month ago she received a telephone 
call from some man whose name she could not recall requesting that she go 
to the home of DOWALD HISSf in Washington, D. C. 7/hen she arrived there, 
this man, who said he was a lawyer, was accompanied by another individual 
whom she was also unable to identify, and these men talked to her for some- 
time trying to find out the various periods that she worked for AL3ER HISS 
at his various residences in Washington, D. C. 

She stated that she knows DONAID HISS very well as she was at one 
time a maid in his home. She said that LCfcAUD HISS was present during this 
latter talk and indicated that he, DGHAIL HISS, did not know who WHITTAKEB 
CHAMBERS was# 

During the time that MRS. CATLETT was interviewed by Agents of the 
Washington Field Office, she did not in any way indicate that she knew 
WHITTAKER CHAMBERS as Mr. CROSBY. It is suggested that probably she now 
associates WHITTAKER CHAMBERS with the name of CROSBY as a result of the 
recent conversation she had with some lawyers or investigators working for 
ALGER HISS*

Briefly MRS. TOMPKINS related that she recalls that, sometime 
in 1936 and during the winter of that year at a time which she stated was 
"rug time n , upon arriving at the SILVERMAN home one morning she observed 
three large rolls in the vestibule of the SILVERMAN residence. A little 
later that day she, together with Mr. or Mrs. SILVERMAN, unrolled the 
three rolls, saw that they were three 9 X 12 rugs and later learned from 
conversation with either Mr. or Mrs. SILVERMAN that the SILVERMAN'S were .

GOOSBY related that she was employed as a maid at/wie 
3210 P Street, N.W., Washington, D. C #l residence of ALGER HIS££for some- 
what less than a year around the period of 1945* s he related that on 
numerous occasions while she worked for the HISS family she had occasion 
to visit the back room on the main floor of this residence and described 
therein a desk that was right next to the door as you entered upon which 
was a large typewriter. She distinguished this from a small or portable 
typewriter. She observed photographs of numerous standard typewriters but 
was unable to pick out the Underwood typewriter. She recalls that on one 
occasion she saw AIX3ER HISS using this typewriter for a very brief period. 
She further recalled that this occasion was just subsequent to the time 
that AIG^SR HISS had returned from a long airplane trip (from Russia) . She 
stated that this stood out in her mind because just previous to Jtr.

He wa3 informed, that copies 
of the magazine showing CHAMBERS as editor had been observed but it was 
not known at that time if photostatic copies had been made. 

He suggested that if these photostats had not been obtained that 
efforts should be made to get them. 

In this connection Mr. Ml/RPHY also inquired as to whether the 
Bureau had obtaLned copies or photostats of the edition of "New Masses" 
which contained four stories written by '.VHITTAKER CHAMBERS in 1930 or 
1931« The titles of these stories are contained in CHAMBERS' statement 
and it is suggested that efforts be made to obtain at least photostatic 
copies of the "New Masses" editions which contain theso stories. 

In this connection Mr. M'JRPHY also inquired as to whether the 
Bureau had obtained copies of the poems which CHAMBERS had submitted to 
SAMUEL ROTH.

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On the afternoon of May 17, 1949, SAC Boardman of the Phi 
office called referring to Washington Field teletype of May Lcth to 
Bureau, Ne« Ycrk and Fhiladelphia, revesting that a complete histoi y crf~th^ 
'Woodstock typewriter, Serial 230,093? be secured from the time of its 
manufacture through the time that trie HISS attorneys secured it, and that 
this check should include repairs. Mr. Boardman pointed out that the repcrt 
of SA uesley A # . Andersen at Chicago, dated December 23* 1948, reflected 
that a Woodstock typewriter bearing the serial number 230,099, v/ould have 
been produced in 1929, whereas the Woodstock typev/riter sold in Philadelphia 
to the MARTIN & FANSIER CORP. was sold in 1927 and therefore must have had 
an earlier serial number. '±his latter typewriter lias been identified by 
the laboratory as the sane typewriter used to type the so-called CHAMBERS 
documents* Mr. Boardman further pointed out that the FBI laboratory report 
dated becember 30, 1948, calls for samples of .typewriting from if/'oodstock 
typewriters under the serial number 204,000.

Mr. boardman pointed out that PRISCILLA HlS^apparently got the 
Woodstock typewriter from her father, Mr. FANSLER^and that any repairs 
that were done on it would probably have occurred in New York City or 
Washington, D. C # He advised that there are approximately 100 typewriter 
repair shops in Philadelphia. Six of the main shops have been contacted by 
Philadelphia agents and it has been ascertained that these shops do not 
keep records on repairs according to serial numbers of the typewriters, but 
rather by the names of the persons submitting the typewriters for repairs. 
Mr. Boardman wanted to know what our opinion was on the necessity of check- 
ing the various repair shops in Philadelphia. 

I advised Mr. boardman thaWwie serial number 230,099 appeared on 
the receipt given by Attorney McLEAIj^to the individual from whom he purchased 
the Woodstock typev/riter, which may be the v;oodstock typewriter in question. 
I pointed out that what is .necessary in this case is a complete history of 
the Woodstock typewriter which was used to type the CHAMBERS documents. I

'During this interview, Mr, MtJEPHT expressed interest in a motor vehicle 
driver's license which Mrs, CHAMBERS recalled obtaining sometime during 
1937 in Baltimore, Md. 




submitted an explication for instrtiction and examination permit to the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles, Baltimore, Md. A description of Mrs. CHAMBERS appears 
on this application, as well as her blrthdate, namely June 25, 1900. The appli- 
cation .reflected that the driving instructor for Mrs. CHAMBERS was one 7RAKK ?. 
BAROCKJ/2516 East Preston St., Baltimore, Md # , who utilized a vehicle in his 
instruction having 1937 Maryland license 449-285. 

Mrs. CHAMBERS took her operator's examination and driving test 6/23/37, using 
in this test a Ford automobile hearing 1937 Maryland tags 98-387. She was is- 
sued operator's permit #697499 on this date, 6/23/37. 

The records of this Department reflect that Mrs. ESTHER CHAMBERS applied for a 
duplicate operator's permit on an unknown date due to a change of address to 
Bixler'g Church Road, BID #3, Westminster, Md # , and was issued a duplicate 
operator's card bearing the number originally issued to her, #697-499. On 
the reverse side of this card appears the number 266421, which is merely a 
file number of the Department of Motor Vehicles reflecting that a duplicate 
operator's permit has been Issued. Mrs. CHAMBERS has in her possession at 
the present time this duplicate operator' o certificate bearing both of the 
numbers reflected above t the date of issuance being October 29, 1940. Accord- 
ing to her, this duplicate operator's permit was obtained due to the loss of 
her original driving permit.
